IN CONGRESS. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THESENATEAND 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


Petition From Citizens of Massachusetts for Retalia- 
tion on the Canadian Government—The 
Chinese Indemnity—The Oleomargarine 
Bill Passes the House, Btc., Etc. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—In the senate, Mr. 


Dawes presented a petition from the city coun- 
cil of Gloucester, Mass., praying for retaliation 
on the Canada government for the seizure of 
American fishing vessels. This brought on an 
extended discussion of the existing complica- 
tion between this country and Canada, but it 
was only upon the general subject, as no pro- 
posed Jegislation was before the senate. 

The bill indemnifying the Chinese for loss 
sustained in the Rock Springs, Wyoming, riot, 
wastaken up,and Mr. Mitchell, of Oregon, 
addr«ssed the ecuate on it, ar- 
gi ing at kneth against any 
jlegsi or moral obligation to pay money 
proviced for in thisact. Inthe course of his 
remarks he characterized the bill a3 “an insult 
to American citizenship.” 

The bill providing for the taxation of rail- 
road grant lands was taken up. 

The bill provides that no lands granted to 
any railroad company by actof congress shall 
be exempt from taxation - ° states, territories 
or municipal corporations, on account of a 
lien of the United States on such lands for the 
cost of surveying, selecting and conveying, or 
because no patent had been issued on the lands, 
this provision not to apply, however, 
to Jends unsurveyed. All such lands sold fur 
taxes shall be bought subject to lien for those 
cosis, and to all liens, mortgages and rights of 
the United States. The actis made to apply 
only to Jands situated opposite to and co-ter- 
minous with completed portions of roads and 
in organized counties. Atany sale of lands 
under acts, the United States may become a 
preferred purchaser, and in such case the 
lands shall be restored to the public domain. 

railroad company, required 
law to pay the costs 
surveying, etc., neglects for 
thirty days to pay suchcosts on demand by 
secretary of the interior, the attorney-general 
shall proceed at law te make collections, and 
in cases where the purchaser has already paid 
such costs, they shall be refunded te him. It 
is further provided that the act shall not 
affect the rights of government to declare or 
enforce the forfeiture of any lands granted by 
congress and the rights of United States to 
such lands as are to remain as if this act had 
not been passed. 

Mr. Hoar withdrew his amendment limiting

George. Call and Blair the bill was passed. 
Mr. Van Wyck calied upthe house bil! on 


the same subject, and on his motion the com- 


mittee on public lands was discharged from 
its further consideration. He then moved 
the senate bill as an amendment in the na- 
ture of a substitute tothe house bill. 

The motion was agreed to and the honse 
bill was amended accordingly. In the dis- 
agreeing vote of the two houses thus brought 
about, the senate, on motion of Mr. Van Wyck, 
ordered a committee of conference. This had 
the effect of avoiding the delay which would 


_result from the consideration of the senate 


bill as an original proposition in the house of 
representatives and puts it at once in the 
hands of the conference committee. 

Mr. Plumb submitted a conference report on 
postofiice appropriation bill, which. he said, 
he did not expect to call up before next week, 
as the principai subject of difference was one 
on which several senators would desire to 


peak. 

Mr. Allison, from the committee on appro- 
priations, reported the consular and diplo- 
matic approprie ‘ion bill with amendments. 

{The aggregate appropriation has been in- 
creased by the senate committee by $49,700 ] 

Senator Harris, by request, introduced a bill 
to amend section 5258 of the revised statutes, 
so as to make it a criminal offense, punishable 
by fine and imprisonment, to impede or ob- 
struct, except by legal process, any railroad 
company in the conveyance of passengers, 
freight or mails. 

After an executive session, the senate ad- 
journed. 


THE OLEOMARGARINE BILL. 


It Passes the House of RKepresentatives—The 
Detailed Vote. 

WASHINGTON, June 3.—In the house, in the 
temporary absence of the speaker, Mr. Well- 
borne, of Texas, was designated as speaker 
protem pore. 

Mr. O’Neill, of Missouri, from the committee 
on labor, reported back to thesenate tho bill 
extending the provisions ofthe eight hour 
law to letter carriers. Placed onthe house 
calendar. 

The house then resumed the consideration 


_of the oleomargarine bill. 


Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, closed the debate in 
a long speech in support of the measure. 
referred to the past consideration of the bill 
as one of the most remarkable parliamentary 
contests which had taken place in the house 
for many years. He defended the committee 
on agriculture, contending that it had not 
exceedcd its jurisdiction in reporting a 
revenue Measure and attributing muchof the 
antagonism which it had met to the fact 
that it had not come from the ways and 
means committee. Gentlemen who had op- 

osed the bill had started the erv of “fraud.” 

here was not a single word in the proposi- 
tion that any honorable man could object to. 
It defined oleomargarine and placed a tax 
upon it. Where wasthe fraud? It was in the 
manufacture of the article; it was in the sale 
of thearticle. The fraud was on sixty mil- 
lion people, who were asked to buy it under 
a false and fraudulent name. 

After a stormy struggle over a point of par- 
liamentary ruling, the house proceeded to 
vote upon amendments to the bill. 

The amendment was disagreed to, which 
excluded from the definition of ‘‘butter’’ pro- 
duct made from milk or cream when addi- 
tional coloring matter is used. 

The verbiage of the section defining ‘‘oleo- 
margarine’ was changed so that latter clause 
of it shall read: 

“And all mixtures and compounds of tallow, 

beef, fat, suet, lard, lard oil, vegetable oil, annats 
and other coloring matter, intestinal fat and offal 
fat made in imitation or semblance of butter, or 
when so made, calculated or intended to be sold 
as butter or for butter.”’ 
. The amendment requiring hotels and res- 
taurants in the Distriet of Columbia to pla- 
card the use of oleomargarine, was rejected— 
yeas £9, nays 176. 

In accordance with an agreement made in 
committee, Mr. Hatch submitted an amend- 
ment—declaring his opposition to it, however, 
fixing the rate of tax on ‘oleomargarine at 
three cents a pound. Rejected—yeas 129, 
nays 140, 

Mr. Hatch then offered an amenduient fix. 
ing the rateat five centsa pound. Agreed to 
--yeas 153, nays 122. 

At this point, the proceedings were inter- 
rupted to enable Mr. N, L. Wallace to take 
the oath of office as reresentative from the 24 
district of Louisiana to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Michael Hahn. 

Mr. Brown, of Indiana, offered an amend- 
ment exempting from tax oleomargarine when 
told under itstrue name. Rejected—yeas 113, 
nays 153, 

Mr. Mills, ef Texas, moved to recommit tho 
bill with instructions to the committee on ag- 
liculture to report it back with an amendment 

posing a tax on incomes, Lost—yeas 85, 
nays 188. The bill was then passed—yeas177, 
xs 101,

The bill as it passed contains the following 
features: 

Butter is defined to be a food product made 
exclusively from wilk or cream or both, with 
or without additional coloring matter. Oleo- 
margarine is defined as “‘all substance made of 
oleomargarine, oleo, cleemargarine oil, butter- 
ine, Jardine, suine and neutral; all mixtures 
and compounds of oleomargarine, oleo, oleo- 
margarine oil, butterine, lardine, suine and 
neutral; all lard extracts and taliow extracts 
and all mixtures and compounds of tallow, 
beef fat, suet, Jard, lard oil, vegetable oil, 
annetto, and other coloring mitter, intestinal 
fat and offal fat, -made in imitation 
or the semblance of butter, or when so made, 
calculated or intended to be sold as butter, or 
for butter, special taxes are impcs d as follow:: 

On wanufacturers, $600; on wholesale deal- 
€xs, 480; on retail dealers, $18. Existing in- 
ternal revenue laws, so faras applicable, are 
made toapply to these special taxes. Penal- 
ties arc imposed on any person who shall deal 
in oleomargarine without paying the special 
tax. Provision is made for the proper stamp- 
ing and labelling of every package of oleomar- 
garine. A tax of five cents a pound is imposed 
on ail oleomargarine manufactured and sold, 
and a penalty is prescribed for purchase or re- 
ception, for sale, of oleomargarine not branded 
or stamped according to law. 

A uumber of sections of the bill are devoted 
. providing machinery to carry the law into 
effect. 

The announcement of the result was received 
with applause. 

The house then, at 4:35, took recess till §& 
o’clcck, the evening session to be for debate 
on the Oklahoma bill. 

THE EVENING SESSION, 

There were not over a dozen members 
preset pt when the house met this evening for 
a general debate on the Oklahoma bill. The 
discussion was devoid of interest and at 10:30 
the hcuse adjourned.

Commissioner Sparks Accused of Exceeding

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The circular of Land 
Commissioner Sparks, issued yesterday, di- 
rectipg registers and receivers of land offices 
not to receive filings or new applications for 
the entry of public lands under the preemption 

under “timber culture” and “desert land” laws 
until the first of August next, was the subject 
of a eonsultation hed today 
by Secretary Lamar with his assistants. 
It was decided that the circular must be re- 


suspending the operation of these laws that 
congress *‘s considering measures for their re- 
peal. It isasserted by influential members 
of congress that Commissioner Sparks has ex- 
ceeded his authority and it is likely that a 
resolution of inquiry will be introduced to- 
MOr1ow. 


The Business in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Jane 3.—During the present 
session there have been introduced in the 
house of representatives 9,125 bills and 178 
joint resolutions or a total of 9,303. Bills that 
have passed thefhouse number 932, including

LOVE IN A COTTAGE. 


THE PRESIDENT AND HIS BRIDE AT 
DEER PARK. 


Crowds Visit the White House to Get a Look at the 
Decorations, But Are Refused Admittance— 
Everything Cleared Away— Description 
of the President’s Bower, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—Nearly two thou- 
sand persons, principally ladies, enterei the 
white house grounds today,in the hope of 
being able to inspect floral decorations and 
particularly the blue m, where the presi- 
dent’s marriage was sol ized last evening. 
They began to arrive before 8 o'clock and con- 
tinned to come in groups until afcer noon. 
All, however, were doomed to disappointment 
and none of them were able to get further 
than the main entrance. Here their progress 
was arrested by doorkeepers, who in- 
formed them that the house was 
closed for the day and that orders 
had been issued to admit nobody except on 
public business, Inside, workmen had been 
engaged from an early hour removing the 
tropical plants and all floral decorations, and 
cleaning up the house generally. This work 
consumed several hours, but was fully com- 
pleted by ten o'clock, and there was nothing 
left. in the general appearance ef the room to 
indicate that the presidential wedding had oc- 
curred butafew hours before. Most of the 
tlowers uscd in the decorations were distribu- 
ted among the city hospitals. 

CONGRATULATORY TELEGRAMS, 

About five hundred telegrams congratulat- 
ing the president on his marriage have been 
received atthe white house. They include 
messageS from ex-President Arthur, Mrs. 
Giant, Ministers Pendleton and Phelps, and 
many public men throughout the country. 
None of the dispatches will be given out for 
publication. 

THE BRIDAL COUPLE AT DEER PARK. 

President Cleveland and bride arrived at 
Deer Park at four o’clock this morning and 
domiciled in one of the cottages attacked to 
the hotel. There are but a few persons here, as 
there was no knowledge that the bridal party 
would come. The president and Mrs.Cleveland 
are sojourning very quietly. A large influx of 
visitors are looked for assoon as it is known 
the newly wedded couple are here. 

The place which has been selected for the 
presidential honeymoon is on the crest of the 
Alleghenies. The house is what is known as 
the cottage of Ex Senator Henry Davis of 
West Virginia. 

Deer Park is three thousand feet above the 
sea. Mr. Davis's cottage is situated about one- 
half mile east of Deer Park hotel in the 
midst of a group of cottages,among which 
are those of Harrison. Garrett. Miss Mary 
Garrett, daughter of the late John W. Garrett, 
and of Stephen Ekins, are the most conspicu- 
ous. It is a large two-story frame house, con- 
structed especially by the owner for the use of 
his family in thesummer, Itis in the centre 
of a grove and is upon one of the finest drive 
ways, forty miles of which have recently been 
constructed through the grove and park. The 
president and his bride will find abundant use 
for the horses which his friends have provided 
for him in this mountain retreat. The drives 
are a charming feature of the place, the roads 
being particularly well constructed and as 
emooth and even almost as race tracks. The 
pretident will not be annoyed by the presence 
of guests at the hotel at Deer park and Oak- 
lavd, as those hotels are not opened until later 
in June. 

The run from Washington was mude in 
about six hours, and just at daybreak this 
morning the train stopped at a point about one 
hundred yards from the station, and in front 
of the main drive. In a special car attached 
tothe train were John W. Davis, President 
Gerrettit’s asssstant, and Charles Selden, super- 
intend ent of the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph 
company. Two carriages sent from Washing- 
ton were in waiting when the party arrived, 
and a drizziing rain was falling as the pre3i- 
dentand Mrs. Cleveland left the car. The 
drive tothe cottage occupied but afew minutes, 
and until afternoon + te was no sign of 
either bride or groom. The house is guarded 
by twelve detectives, who are required to

THE KNIGHTS’ LAST DAY. 


Adjournment of the General Convention at 
Cleveland. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 3.—The Knights of 
Labor convention is over. The general as- 
sembly at five o’clock this evening, after ten 
days session, adjourned sinedie. The conven- 
tion was called for the purpose of considering 
five subjecte—the southwest troubles, the reg- 
ulation of strikes and boycotts, the rela- 
tion of the trades-unions, rapidly increasing 
membership and labor legislation. The gen- 
eral assembly has given to the world 
no token that it has touched upon the south- 
west question. It is said that something has 
been done to shut off indiscriminate striking 
and boycotting, but the methods to be used 
have not been divulged. The assembly has 
regulated the reception of new members by 
recalling the commissions of its six hundred 
organizers. In legislation it has petitioned 
congress to give American land to Amer- 
ican Citizens and to appropriate non-residents 
aliens property, and has also asked congress to 
regulate the banking system by establishing 
loan offices in every county. The crowning 
act was a reply to the circular of the trades 
unions, which it was hoped would restore har- 
mony between the orders engaged in labor 
reform. The last session was a veritable love- 
feast, and every member who had said any- 
thing against any other member extended the 
hand of fellowship. The home club depart- 
ment of Knights of Labor were, it is said, 
a trifle more liberal today, and _ after 
securing eleven members of the enlarged 
executive board allowed two of their oppo- 
nents to become members. On Wednesday af- 
ternoon a nominating ballot was taken for the 
fourth associate member of the boord, and 
David R. Gibson. of Hamilton, Ont., was 
elected. A “home club” man, said to be an- 
tagonistic to trades union, was in the lead on 
the second and final ballotthis morning. He 
was elected. 
Jceeph R. Buchanan, of Denver, editor of the 
Labor Enquirer and a strong opponent of the 
“home club.” The sixth man was Ira B. 
Aylesforth, of Baltimore, a member of the 
Carpenters and Joiners brotherhood, and a 
strong trades unionist. , 

At twelve o’clock the convention took its 
noon recess, reassembiing at 1:30 p.m. The 
first business taken up was the report of the 
committee on the state of the order and with 
but little discussion the following address was 
adopted: 

Brothers in the Causeof Labor: We, the Knights 
of Labor in general assembly convened, extend our 
heartiest greeting to all branchesof honorable toil, 
welcoming them to a most friendly alliance in the 
common work. This organization embraces 
within its folds a)l branches 
of honorable toil and conditions of men without 
respect to trade, occupation, creed, color or na- 
tionality. We seek to raise the level of wages and 
reduce the hours of labor; to protect men and wo- 
men in their occupations, in their lives and limbs 
andintheir rights as citizens. We seek, also, to 
secure such legislation as shall tend to prevent un- 
just accumulation of wealth, to restrict the 
powers of monopolies and corporations, and 
to enact such wise and beneficial 
legislation as. shall promote equity and jus.ice, 
looking forward to the day when co-operation 
shail supersede the wage system, andthe classes 
that now divide men shall forever be abolished. 
We recognize the service rendered to humanity 
and the cause of labor by the Trades Union organi- 
zations, but believe the time has come, or is fast 
approaching, when all who earn their bread by 
the sweat of their brow shall 
be enrolled under one general head. 
as we are now controlled by onecommon law—the 
law of-our necessities—and we willgladly welcome 
ofour ranks,or to the protection of our i egg J 
organization requesting admission, and to such 
organizations as believe theircraftsmen are better 
protected under their present form 
of government, we pledge ourselves, 
us, members of the great army of labor to 
co operate with them in every honorable effort to 
achieve succcss, Which we are unitedly organized 
to obtain, and to this end we have appointed a 
specia! committee to confer with a like committee 
with any national or international trades union 
which shall desire to confer with us upon a settle- 
ment of any difficulty that may occur between 
members of the several organizations. We have 
received a communication from a committee of 
national officers of some of the national aud inter- 
national trades unions requesting certain 
spe cific legislation _ at our haads, 
but we believe that the object sought and stated 
in the preamble to the communication above re 
ferred to can best be accomplished by a confer- 
ence between a committee of this association and 
a committee of any other organization, and as the* 
propositions contained therein are inconsistent 
with our duty toour members, we therefore defer 
action on said propositions until a conference 
of the committees can be _ held. The 
basis upon which we believe an agreement 
can be reached necessarily include the adoption of 
some plan by which all labor organizations could 
‘be protected from unfair men—men expelled, sas- 
pended under fine, or guilty of taking the places 
of union men or Knightsof Labor while on strike, 
or while locked out from work, and that as far as 
possible, a uniform standard offhours of labor and 
wages should be adopted, so that men of any trade 
enrolled in the order of members of a trades union 
nay not come in conflict because of a difference in 
waves or hours of labor. We also believe that the 
sysiem of exchanging working cards should be 
adopted, so that members of any craft, belonging 
to a different organization could work in harmon 
together, a card of any member of this order ad- 
mitting him to work in any union shop and a card 
of eny union man adniitting himto work in any 
knights of Labor op.. _ 

We further believe that npon 
a demand for increase of wages or shorter hours of 
labor, made by either organization, conferences 
should be held with the organized laborers em- 
eg in the establishment. When a demand for 

ncieae of wagesorareduction of hours is con- 
templated, action upon a reduction of wages, 
cr other difficulty to be agreed upon in like man- 
Ler, and thatin settlement of difficulties between 
employes and employers, organizations represent- 
ed in the establishment shall be parties to the 
terms of settlement. ; 

Tristing that the method proposed herein will 
m+ et with your approval, and that organized labor 
will move forward and onward in harmony in 
eff. ct and of interest, we are yours, fraternally. 

The trades unionists tonight declare that 
the acdress is unsatisfactory to them. The 
general assembly, before adjouraing, issued 
un address denying that the home club was 
engaged in plotting against the welfare of the 
orcer, and saying that the very best of feeling 
}Tevailed ameng all the delegates. An address 
wes also issued to grangers, complimenting 
trem and asking their aid. Mr. Powderly will 
leave for Scranton tomorrow.

THE DAY FIXED 


FOR A DIVISION ON THE HOME 
RULE BILL, 


Mr. Gledstone Names Next Monday as the Day—The 
Debate in the House of Commons—Mr. Morley 
Makes an Addessin Support of the Pre. 
mic r’s Bill-Other Items of Interest. 


LONDON, June 3.—In the house of commons 
this afternoon, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, con- 
servative, pressed Mr. Gladstone to fix a date 
for a division on the second reading of the 
home rule bill. 

Henry Labouchere, radical, protested against 
the fixing of an early date, announcing that 
twonty-seven supporters of the measure de- 
sired to speak before the vote. 

Charles Bradlaugh, radical, supported Mr. 
Labouchere’s protest. 

Mr. Gladstone fixed Monday as the date for 
a division. 

In house of commons the debate on home 
rule bill was resumed by Mr. O'Conner, He 
said hethought that he was justified in say- 
ing that the argument of separation had van- 
ished frem the minds of all reasonable poli- 
ticians. [Cries of dissent.] He contended 
that there was no country in the world whose 
history taught so eloquent a lesson against the 
establishments and endowments of religionas 
Ireland. He called attention to Mr. Bright’s 
letter to the recent Chamberlain meeting 
ard held that members who voted against 
the bill would incur a serious responsibility 
snd would run arisk of not being returned. 
He protested against the imputations on Mr. 
Giadstone, contending that Mr. Chamberlain 
bad insinuated that Mr. Gladstone was cap- 
able of cheating the house, and asserted that 


so long asthe five cenditions laid down by. 


Mr. Gladstone for carring out the main prina- 
ciples of the bill were observed, the house 
aud government would be free to 
accept any other plan, if the 
present bill were defeated, a weak tory gov- 
erpment, being revolutionary, would submit 
another home rule bill immediately. Mr. 
O’Connor said those who brought forward the 
separatists argument overlooked the fact that 
peasant proprietary was a great 
obstacle to revolution. There was not 
a single section of Catholics that would fora 
moment tolerate the endowment of state or 
church in Ireland. Mr, Bright’s letter to 
Chamberlain cought to be publishedin order 
that the people might know whether he ad- 
vired the vote calculated to precipitate disso- 
luticn.

Mr. Churchill interposing, said he would 
take it as a favor if Mr. O'Connor _re- 
jieved himself from restraint.

Mr. O'Connor replied that he would require 
Mr. Blount’s permission before complying 
with Lord Randolph’s request. 

Charles Bradlaugh supported the bill. He 
said that the objectors to the details of the 
measure, if they voted for a second reading, 
would have fuil opportunity to discuss details 
in committee. The choice lay between Mr. 
Gladstone and coercion. 

Mr. Morley, referring to Sir Julian Gold- 
smsith’s proposal that an understanding be 
arrived at on a ~Obasis’ similar to 
that adopted in the -case of the seats 
bil], said he would not object to the adoption 
of any such course if the conditions were fa- 
yorable, but the census of opinion was first 
vecessarry.

The 
dispersion of the Irish across the seas for many 
years was real dismemberment. In regard to 
a local government which many members; were 
disposed to grant, Lord Salisbury, speaking at 
Newport, in 1885, argued that it was impo3si- 
ble to ignore the advantage of a large ceatral 
authority over a merely local one. 
Moreover, in Ireland they had 
had a pretty large experience of the action of 
local authority. He instanced trial by 

jury, and asked how members could talk as 
they did of governing Ireland, when the whole 
people were against them, and how Lord 
Hartington proposed reform of the Irish ad- 
ministration would be brought about. 
Regarding the suggestion to make 
Mr. Parnell secretarw for Ireland, 
neither Mr. Parnell or any of his colleagues 
would accept the office. If they did they 
would soon lose their whole influence with 
the existing state of things. [Irish cheers.] 
What was wanted was to get hold of those 
baving an interest in the system, and desir- 
ous to carry on a regular and orderly 
method of government. It was his 
opinion that had the country spent 
balf the money and attention bestowed upon 
Egypt and other foreign countries, Ireland 
would have been a support instead ofa taunt 
tous. Wehad taught. Ireland to be mendi- 
cant instead of self-reliant by alternative 
bribes and subsidies and by bolstering up the 
worst land system the world had ever secn. 
It was absurd to compare _ Ireland 
with Scotland. The government had 
chosen to proceed with the home 
yule bill instead of a resolution affirming prin- 
ciple, because it felt that it ought to be pre- 
pared with a plan.

DISCOVERY OF N SATU RAL GAS. 


Birmingham Coming Into Possession of a 
New Source of Wealth. 


BIRMINGHAM,. Ala., June 3,—({Special.]— 
There is much excitement here over the suppgsed 
discovery of natural gas at Harding's cafPthe 
work of Lockwood & Tate, on the Georgia Pacific 
railroad extension, fifteen miles from the city. 
The statement comes from reliable sources that 
negroes were drilling for a blast in thecut when 
suddenly the éri}l was forced upwards by natural 
gas. The negroes were injured and were given 
medical attention. The hole is twenty-one feet 
deep. and sixty-three feet below the surface. The 
gas was black smoke, which passed away and 
was colorless. A negro bandateuched a light to 
the gas, which shotupa blazeof fire above the 
cut, and burned with a blue flame, which 
gradually diminished until it was 
two feet abovethe hole. The heat of §the fiame is 
intense and the workmen cannot work -within 
twenty feet of it. No attempt has been made to 
extinguish the flame which still burns. A num- 
ber of persons have been out to see the gas. It 
is eStimated 2,500 have visited the 
place. It is stated the line 

of the railroad will be changed 
and the gas utilized. In this event the work 
which has been done on the Harding cut will be 
abandoned. The firm who have the contractwere 
required to make a bond for $5,000 to ecomp’ete the 
work in a specified time. It is not known what 
will be done. The cut is fifteen miles from the 
city. 

DISCOVERY OF NATURAL GAS, 

This is the second instance of the discovery of 
natural gas in the Birmingham coal and iron dis- 
trict. The first discovery was made by L. H. Johns, 
the miving engineer of the Pratt Coal and Iren 
company, which is believed to be valuable by the 
company, who will ntilize it when it is regarded 
expedient. itis predicted in less than five years 
Birmingham will be lighted by natural gas.

4. Evidence of admissions by the defend- 
fendant as to the gift of certain mill property, 
which was involved in controversy, to his 
children and grand children, was admissible. 
When taken in connection with other circum- 
stances in proof, it tended to show that the 
gift was made, and was relevant, its force and 
efiect being left to the jury in connection with 
the other testimony. Code 73784; Knorr, 
adm’r, etal., vs. Raymond et al., (Sept. Term, 
1284. ) 

5. The exception to the auditor's report, at- 
tacking the final discharge of the defendant, 
as guardian for one of the complainants, on 
the ground of fraud, and the evidenceadduced 
thereunder on the trial, tended to surcharge 
the final account rendered by the guardian by 
alleging omissions therein, and to falsify it by 
cenying the correctness of certain of the 
items therein contained. The law provides 
that “one palpably fraudulent item casts sas- 
picion upou the entire account.” Code, 73135. 
_ (a.) It is the imperative duty of an account- 
ing party, suchas an agent, trustee, receiver, 
executor or guardian, to keep his accounts in 
areguiar manner, and to be always ready 
with them, and such an administrator or guar- 
dian should support his accounts by proper 
vouchers and present them annually for exam- 
ination aud approval ky the proper authori- 
tes. 72 Ga, 566; 2 Spence Eq. Jur. 921. 

(b.) Concealment per se amounts to actual 
fraud, where, from Rny reason, one party has 
a right toexpeet full communication of the 
facts from another. Code, 7 2635, sub sec. 2. 

(c.) It is the duty of the ordinary, in passing 
upon such aceounts, and e:pecially upon the 
final account with a view to granting the 
guardian a discharge, to ascertain, before do- 
ing 50, thatall the duties of the trust have 
been fully performed; and this essential fact 
must be made to appear by a careful scrutiny 
and examination by him of the various items 
thereof and the vouchers supporting them. 

(d.) The omission of whatis claimed to be 
much the larger part of the estate, and the in- 
correctness of other items,or the failure to furn- 
ith apy vouchers whatever, would raise a pre- 
sumption against the fairness of the transaction; 
and where fraud is charged, it is a question 
for the jury, and they have a right, in deter- 
mining whether it exists or not, to deduce it, 
on account of its subtle nature, from slight 
crcurmstances, and even the most solemn judg- 
ment obtained by resorting to such means is 
open to attack and liable to be annulled and set 
a upon a bill filed for that purpose. Code,

(e.) This issue was not as fully and fairly 
submitted to the jury asit should have been, 
and the instructions given confined the inves- 
tigations of the jury to too narrow limits, and 
withdrew from their censideration circum- 
stances which might possible have led to a 
different result. 

(f.) The errors in the long paragraph of the 
charge excepted to were not particularly spec- 
ified, but-asthe case wiil be returned fur a 
new trial on other grounds, it is desirable to 
avoid them in the fursher progress of the lit- 
igation. 

6, Neither the 12th nor the 13th grounds of 
the motion for new trial point out any spe- 
cific error in either of the charges therein 
complained of; and in the absence of the en- 
tire charge given upon the subject of aliow- 
ing credits for the funds of wards invested in

In an action for damages on ac- 
count of a personal injury, it is doubtful 
whether it was admissible to prove statements 
of the plaintiff, made some months after the 
accident, to show that he threatenedthat,if he 
did not get better, he would take his life and 
that he contemplated suicide, But where the 
admissibility of evidence is doubtful, the rule 
in this state is to admit it,uander proper instrac- 
tions tothe jury to consider its doubtful com- 
petency as a circumstance bearing upon its 
crédibility,in estimating the effect to be given 
to it. 1 Gr. Ev., ibe and ci. in note (b); 11 
Allen (Mass. ), 322. 

2. The charge excepted to in relation to the 
negligence of the defendant, as an abstract 
proposition, was accurate and correct, and 
when taken inconnection withthe other in- 
structions given to the jury, fairly submits the 
ruie which would acquit the defendant of lia- 
bility, namely, itsfreedom from negligence in 
the transaction, the want of ordinary care on 
the part of the plaintiff by the exercise of 
which he could have avoided the conse- 
quences to himself,and the rule as to the meas- 
ure of damages in cases of contributory negli- 
gence. 

3. In an action against a railroad for damages 
on account of a personal injury, where the 
negligence of the defendant,if there was any 
at all, seems to have been but slight, and that 
of the plaintiff appears to have been greater, a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff for $10,000 is 
not only flagrantly extravagant, but,so exces- 
sive as to disclose either biasin his favor 
or prejudice against the defendant, or that 
the jury wholly mistook and wmisapprehended 
the instructions given to them by the court, 
and anew trial is reyuired. Gude, 273067, 3034, 
3946, 3947; 70 Ga., 122 et seq.; 56 Id., 540. 

(a.) A party who makes an arrangement to 
be carried on a freight car implied by agrees 
to accept and be satisfied with such accommo- 
dations,as regard carriages and seats and places 
of entering and leaving the carriages, as may 
be found in the usual course of the business. 
Ifthe cars, at the time of agreeing to his pas- 
sage and taking his seat, are at a freight 
ccepot, he should be satisfied with such means 
of entering them as are provided for the load- 
ing of freight. If thecars are atthe time 
standing on a part of the track,where there is 
no provision for landing or receiving either 
goods or passengers, he should be satisfied 
with such means and facilities as may casually 
be within his reach. The company is not 
bound in either case to make landings or any 
provision whatever for the reception or dis- 
charge of passengers where none are expected 
to be. 29 N. H., 9, 42 

(b). No opinion is expressed as to whether 
the defendant was in the exercise of all ordi- 
nary and reasonable care and diligence, or 
whether the plaintiff, in any measure, either 
express)y or impliedly by his conduct,consent- 
ed to the injury done,or whether it was caused 
sclely by his own negligence, or whether, 
by the exercise of ordinary care, he might 
have avoided the consequences to himself, al- 
though they might have been caused by the 
defendant’s negligence, or whether the dam- 
ages sued for resulted from the personal inju- 
ry to the plaintiff or from disease, These are 
questions of fact for the jury.

Hall, J—1. Where the superior®court has 
awarded a nonsuit upon the ground that the 
evidence did not authorize a verdict for the 
plaintiff, and this judgment was reversed by 
the Supreme Court, aud upon the trial of the 
cuée a verdict was rendered for the plaintiff, 
itis error for the superior court to grant a 
new trialon the ground that the verdict is 
contrary to and without evidence to suppo-t 
it, the facts being substantially the same on 
the last trial as they were when the nonsuit 
was granted. 

2. Where a railroad company leaves a dan- 
gerous machine, such as a turn table, un- 
fastened in a city, on a lot which is not 
securely inclosed, and where people and chil- 
dieu are wont to visit it aud pass through 


it, this is negligence on the part 
of such company, and where = an 
ir fant of ten or twelve years 


of age resorted to the turn table and in riding 
n}.on it was dangerously and seriously injured, 
the said rcad company is liable for damages 
for such injuries tothe infant. 

3. And this is so, notwithstanding the father 
cf the infant permitted her to go near the 
turn table to carry breakfast to a minor broth- 
er Who had been left by the father to protect 
other property of the company than the turn 
table. The fault of the father, if any is not at- 
tributed to the infant, the action being brought 
by the infant herself.

Green vs. Mann. Claim, from Gordon. Debtor 
and Crediter. Levy and Sale. Actions: 
Principal and Surety. Fraud. Claims. 
Parties. (Before W. K. Moore, Esq., judge 
pro hac vice.) 

Hail, J.—Under equitable pleadings in a 
claim case, the following facts, in brief, were 
alleged: A lot of land was sold to one Green 
and one Johnson jointly, half of the purchase 
money being paid cash, and a joint note being 
given for the balance. Green made the entire 
cash payment, which was his full proportion 
of the indebtedness. The land was conveyed 
to them jointly, and they afterwards divided 
it between themselves, each taking from the 
other a conveyance to the part assigned to him. 
‘Lhe note for the deferred payment was sued, a 
joint judgment was recovered, and the execa- 
tion was levied on that portion of the land as- 
signed to Johnson in the division. Had it 
been sold for what it was reasonably 
worth, and what it would have 
brought at a fair sale, it would have satisfied 
the execution, the full amount of which was 
Jegally and equitably chargeable to Johnson. 
It was not fairly sold, because it was agreed 
between the vendor and Johnson that the 
former should bid it off for the benefit of the 
latter, who should have time to redeem it, in 
consequece of which agreement, and the rep- 
resentations of the vendor to others, persons 
attending the sales, were deterred from bid- 
ding, and the property was sold for less than 
half its value and Jess than the amount of the 
execution. A homestead was set apart in the 
portion of the land held by Green, and toa 
levy of the fi. fa. his wife interposed a claim 
for herself and minor children. The evidence 
was conflicting: 

Held, that the real point to be settled was 
whether the vendor, by his dealings with 
Jobnson, deprived Green of the right 
and power of subjecting Johnson’s 
property to the payment of the balance due 
on the execution, and whether he did so with 
the knowledge that Green had already paid 
his proportionate part of the debt, and that 
the land had been divided between him and 
Jobnson fer the purpose of severing their 
joint interest and fixing the liability of each 
of them as between themselves as to the pay- 
ment of this execution debt, and whether, by 
any of his contracts with Johnson, to which 
Green was not a party, the vendor so depressed 
the sale of the land as that it failed to bring 
& sufiicient amount to satisfy the demand he 
held against them. If such are the facts, 
Green would be discharged from the liability. 

(a.) It was error to so charge a3 to withdraw 


from the consideration of the jary 
all right and interest which Green 
and the claimant under him had 


in the appropriation of the portion of the land 
assigned to Johnson, and to make it liable for 
the paymert ofthis execution, without re- 
course upon him, or to so charge as to prevent 
the jury from considering evidence tending to 
show a purpose on the part of the vendor and 
Johnson to divert from its proper application 
the proceeds arising from a fair sale of the 
land, in fraud of the rights of Green. 

(b.) Joint debtors havea right of contribu- 
tion which may beenforced like that of co- 
sureties, and if the creditor 8o acted as to place 
the property of one ef the joint debtors be- 
yond the reach of the other, he would be re- 
sponsi bie to the latter for the injury done by 
such wrongful diversion; and this injury may 
be set upim a claim case, as @ discharge, 
at lesst to the extent of the damage 
done, as well asjby an action for damages. 
Code, 243132, 3599, 2124; Neel, rec’r, v3. Mor- 
ris, 73 Ga. (in press.)

the time the fund was received, 

(a.) If any clear and palpable mistake 
had been made in the account as stated, 
or there had been any. omission of items 
clearly and_ satisfactorily proved, to 
the same extent and with the same 
certainty that courts of equity require in order 
to correct mistakes, then such mistake or 
omission could be corrected at law in this state; 
but in the absence of pleadings to that effect 
and of clear proof before the auditor of such 
mistake, or before the jury on exceptions to the 
auditor’s report, the account stated must stand.

In 
all justice to himself, Mr. Bacon should re- 
tire from the race at once. 


The Essence of Organization. 

The very essence of party organization is 
involved in accepting and abiding by every 
verdict fairly rendered by the party. 

A contest for ademocratic nomination is 
worse than useless, unless the friends of 
each candidate agree to support the nomi- 
nee. If the friends of each candidate declare 
that they will oppose the nominee unless 
their favorite is nominated, there is neither 
sence or justice in making a fight for the 
nomination. 

Noman should engage in a contest for a 
party nomination who does not intend in 
good faith to stand by the nominee, who- 
ever he may be, provided he is fairly nomi- 
nated. Every man who goes into a fight for 
a@ party nomination is bound in honor to ac- 
cept the result when it is fairly assertained 
and declared. No man who joins in a party 
struggle has the right to make his own opin- 
ion absolute over that of the party majority. 

Dr. Felton, who isactively engaged in 
the contest between General Gordon and 

Major Bacon, favors Major Bacon’s nomina- 
tion. He says if Major Bacon is nominated 
he will support bim; that if General Gordon 
is nominated he will not support him. Dr. 
Felton undoubtedly has the right to take this 
position. Every man has the right to decide 
whether or not he would vote for any man. 
But no democratic newspaper and no demo- 
cratic convention will say that men who 
take a leading part in the struggle for the 
democratic nomination are not bonnd to 
abide the result of the party vote when it is 
fairly cast and counted. Without this being 
insisted on, there is no such thing as party 
discipline and party organization becomes 
simply a by word.

government will stand almost anything for 
the sake of peace. 

This may account for the war-like talk of 
the blue noses. Such talk is cheap, and 
moreover it is safe. We are told that the 
British man-of-war, Bellerophon, is now at 
Halifax, and that she will soon be joined by 
the Dido, Garnet, Emerald and Lily. A 
member of the Canadian parliament is quot- 
ed assaying: ‘There will be no half-way 
measures about the speedy settlement of this 
question. We shall force it upon the states 
to declare whether they will keep their fish- 
ing vessels out of our water, or whether we 
shall send them to the bottom.’’ It is openly 
said that if the Canadian crnisers meet with 
aby show of resistance, they have orders to 
shoot our vessels ont of the water. 

All this may be a little annoying but it is 
harmless. If our fishermen will keep cool 
and be patient, the two governments will 
settle their differences. It is too big a ques- 
tion for individuals to attempt to decide. 


A Change of Eighteen Votes. 

As the returns from Tuesday come in Gen- 
eral Giordon’s victory is the more over- 
whelming. 

A change of 18 votes would have given 
him every county that acted on Tuesday. 
He was beaten 6 votes in Columbia, and a 
change of 4 votes would have given him the 
delegates. He was beaten 27 votes in Ca- 
toosa, and 14 votes changed would have put 
him through. A change of 18 votes, there- 
fore, would have given Gordon 9 counties on 
Tuesday to Bacon 0, and 20 votes to Bacon 
0. Asitwas, 7 counties outof 9 and 16 
votes to 4 is good enough. 

It may be said that a stroke of lightning 
saved Bacon in Columbia. Colonel W. P. 
Crawferd was one of the most influential 
Gordon men in Columbia. The day before 
the selection of delegates the Mays residence, 
his sister’s home in which Governor Craw- 
ford’s library and all the Crawford silver 
and papers were kept, was fired by a stroke 
of lightning. This kept Colonel Crawford, 
Mr. Mays and others from the county meet- 
ing, where the vote stood 54 to 60. No one 
doubts that more than the needed six votes 
would have been given for Gordon had the 
Crawfords and their friends been out. 

Major Bacon and his little Macon ring are 
fighting by the skin of their teeth. They 
claimed every county that acted on Tuesday. 
They got only 2, and a changeof 18 votes 
would have lost both of them, On the other 
band, -General Gordon beat Major Bacon 
over 400 votes in Murray, six to one in 
Lumpkin—85 in Lumpkin, 91 in Gordon, 
and so overwhelmingly in Carroll and Polk 
that there was nocount made. Had Hart 
and Haralson not postponed, the resnlt would 
have been as overwhelming in those coun- 
ties. 

These figures show unmistakably that the 
people are with Gordon. In these ‘‘safe’’ 
sacon counties he beat Bacon out of sight. 
The only chance for the Macon ring is to 
keep the campaign away from the people. 
This is just what they are trying todo. In 
the meantime the Gordon men will keep at 
work. It is best to guard against even so 


and to have on hand the 18 votes which stood 
last Tuesday between Bacon and the loss of 
every county that acted on that day.

Itisin this way tl 
the proposed appropriation for carrying of 
the mails between the United States and 
Central and South America has been defeat- 
ed. It has been dubbed a subsidy, and the 
consequence is tbat a majority of the south- 
ern democrats have felt that they were per- 
forming 2 patriotic feat when they voted 
against it. 

Let usadmit, for the sake of the argu-. 
ment, that the proposed appropriation of 
$800,000 for increasing the mail facilities 
with Central and South America is a subsidy, 
what is the nature of the vast appropriations: 
for the rivers and harbors of the country, for. 
which these same patriotic gentlemen weré® 
eager to vote? Many democrats of an ec) 
nomical turn of mind do not hesitate to say 
that the volume of subsidies in the river and 
harbor bill is ascandal to the party and to 
the country. THe CONSTITUTION is notin- 
clined to go this far, but it does not hesitate 
to say that two-thirds of the river and har- 
bor subsidies are practically wasted and 
thrown away, while the appropriation for 
increasing our steamship mail facilities is in 
the direction of opening up new, inviting 
and profitable fields of trade. 

The money that is appropriated for many 
of the inland creeks and rivers is practically 
thrown away, and yet the appropriations, 
not being known to the congressional mind 
as subsidies, are voted for with great una- 
nimity. The vast sums included in the riv- 
er and harbor bill are voted out of the treas- 
ury for the purpose of increasing trade and 
commercial facilities, but an appropriation 
quite as legitimate is defeated because it is 
called asubsidy. Southern democrats ought 
by all means to be consistent. They cannot 
deceive apybody by hiding behind the word 
‘‘subsidy.”’ 

Years ago Benjamin Franklin declared that 
the increase of mail facilities was merely the 
forerunner of increased and enlarged com- 
mercial relations. This is the end that has 
been aimed at by those who favor the appro- 
priation which has been termed a subsidy, 
It isa matter that-:greatly affects the south- 
ern states, for if there-were adequate, or even 
partially adequate, mail facilities between 
this section and the great trade fields lying 
south of us, a great impulse would be given 
to trade of all sorts. Our business men, our 
capitalists and our workingmen would reap 
the fruits of such an enterprise. 

THE CONSTITUTION is not opposed to the 
policy which makes the river and harber 
bill possible, but it is of the opinion that 
congressmen who are too conscientious to 
vote for-an appropriation which they calla 
subsidy, ought to be conscientious enough 
not to throw away the people’s money on in- 
ternal subsidies that will amount to nothiug 
whatever.. In other words, THe CoNnsTITU- 
TION, while itis thoroughly in favor of in- 
ternal improvements, believes that congress- 
men who are particular in one direction, 
ought, in order to be consistent, to be par- 
ticular in all. directions.

MONEY FOR SOLDIERS. 


Important Opinion Affecting Maimed Ex- 
Confederates. 


Attorney General Clifford Anderson has just 


rendered an opinion of much importance to 
maimed ex-conf soldiers. 

There are four acts under which the miim 
ed ex-confederate soldiers of Georgia are paid 
a commutation for artificial limbs. The first 
of these acts provided that such payments 
should be made every five years. The second 
extended the benefits of the first to maimed 
soldiers who enlisted in Georgia regiments, 
left the state after the war, and then returne1 
to become citizens once more. The third al- 
tered the time of the payments, making it 
ever three years. The fourth extended the 
benefits of the first to maimed soldiers who 
were wounded during ‘the war and after- 
wards lost their limbs as a result. 

Some time ago, the question was sprung as 
to the time when a maimed soldier entitled to 
the benefits of the several acts could draw his 
money. For instance, if one shonld draw one 
hundred dollars for a lost leg on June 4, 1835, 
the question was should he be compslied to 
wait three years for his next payment, or 
should he be allowed to receive it at the next 
period in course prescribed by the acts? What 
brought up this «question was that certain 
maimed soldiers negletted to draw their 
money at the time prescribed by the act, but 
drew it several months, or even a year, after- 
ward. They wished to draw future amounts at 
the times prescribed in the acts. 

In order to have the question authoritatively 
answered (iovernor McDaniel referred the 
entire matter to Attorney General Anderson 
for his opinion. The gist of the opinion is 
that the first allowance was due immediately 
after the passage of the act of September 20, 
1879, the second immediately after the pas3aze 
of the act of September 26, 1533, and the third 
will be due on the 26th day of September 
next. Notwithstanding the fact that a maim- 
ed soldier may have failed to draw his first 
allowance until just before, or even after, the 
second became due, he is not required to wait 
three years before he can receive the second 
allowance. In other words, he may receive 
the first after it is due. the second when it is 
due, and then all others at the regularly pre- 
scribed times. 

Attordey General Anderson’s opinion is as 
follows: 

THE OPINION, 

ATTORNEY:-GENERAL'S OFFICE, ATLANTA, Ga., 
dune 1, 188.—His Excellency Henry D. McDaniel— 
Sir: In response to your inquiry as tothe present 
status. of the law making provision for soldiers 
who lost a limb in the military service of the con- 
federate states,!] furnish the following synopsis of 
such legislation on the subject as bears on the par: 
ticular point on which you desire information, 
viz: How often the payments provided by law are 
to be made. 

By the act approved September 20, 1879, it is en 
acted that every person, then a _ bona tide 
citizen: of this state, who lost 
A limb in the military service 
of the confederate states, or of this state, shall be 
e1titied to the following amounts: For the loss of 
alegextendipg above the knee, $100; for the loss 
of a leg not extending above the knee, $75: for the 
loss of an arm extending above the elbow, $60: for 
the loss of an arm not extending above the eloow, 
$19. It is further ,rovided that these allowance» 
shall be duplicated every five years. 

By the act of September 22, 1881, it is enacted that 
every person who, at the time of his enlistment, 
Was a Citizen of this state and who has, since the 
act of 1879, become a bona fide citizen of this state, 
shall be entitled to the allowances made, although 
he may have been a ‘uon-resident when the act o* 
1879 was passed. 

By the act of September 26th, I883, every person 
entitled to either of the sums specified in the act of 
1579, is allowed to apply for and receive the same 
at the expiration of every three years, instead of 
iy eS. 

By the act of December 2ith, 1881, the act of 1879 
was further amended so as_to provide that persons 
who received wounds whilst in’ the military ser- 
vice of the confederate states, or of this state, 
which afierwards caused the loss of a limb 
or limbs should be equally enti- 
tied to the benefit of said 
act with those who lost a limb or limbs while actu- 
ally in service. 

And, by the act of October 15, 1885, it is provided 
that where persons entitled to the benefit of any of 
the above mentioned acts had failed to apply for 
the amount oramounts duethem, the governor 
should on proper proof being furnished him, draw 
his Warrant on the treasury for the sum or sums so 
ane, 

It will be seen from the foregoing summary that 
the first allowance was due immediately after the 

. of the act of September 
20, &79; the second immediately 
after the passage of the act of September 26, 1583; 
and that the third will be due on and after the 
26th day of september next. 

Althoug!: a person entitled may have failed to 
draw his first allowance until just before, or even 
after the second became due, he is not reqnired to 
wait three years before he can apply for and re- 
ceive the second allowance, but may,'under the last 
act above mentiuned, demand the same now, if he 
has. pot been paid, and may, equally with others 
entitled, claim and receive bis third allowance on, 
Or al any time after, the 26ih day of September 
next.

A big excitement was created on Peachtree 
street, near Wheat street, yesterday morning 
about eleven o’clock, by a desperate and 
bloody fight between a white man and a negro, 

The white man was Mr. Milton Reed and 
the negro was James Willis, a colored 
preacher. 

The trouble between the two men, mush- 
room-like, sprung up without any warning te 
those who were in the locality,and wasin full 
progress when first discovered. The 
difficulty was introduced to those 
who witnessed any part of it 
by the loud cries of the darky for help. 
Eusiness men and pedestrians who were 
within ear-shot of the cries and cared to 
ascertain the cause saw Mr. Reid pounding 
the darky over the head with something 
looking like a pistol,and as his hand waa 
drawn back for each blow they saw blood 
spurting from the darky’s head. The fight 
was a quick, hard one, and, fearing that it 
would have a serious termination, several 
persons who were looking hurried to the scene 
to separate the two men. The negro hailed 
the interference with delight, and the in- 
stant he saw a restraining hand was placed 
upon Mr. Reid skipped out. Mr. Reid how- 
ever paid little attention to those who inter- 
fered and followed the darky down Wheat 
street and thence into Pryor. Later he was 
seen walking hurriedly in the direction of Ivy 
street accompanied by the darky, who appear- 
ed to bea prisoner. The difficuly was quite a 
sensation on Peachtree in the neighborhood in 
which it occurred, and intelligence of it reach- 
ed police headquarters ina shorttime. Cap- 
tain Moon was then detailed to investigate the 
matter but when he approached Mr. Reid that 
gentleman declined to give him any satisfac- 
tory information,further than saying that the 
negro had insulted a member of his family 
avd that he had punished him for it. After 
acquiring all information, possible Captain 
Moon decided to arrest both Mr. Reid and the 
negro and make cases against them in police 
court. This he did, charging them with dis- 
orderly conduct and quarreling, The cases 
will be heard in police court this morning. 
Willis, the darky, is a well known preacher, 
and says that when Mr. Reid overtook him 
after he had escaped he compelled him to ac- 
company himto his home. Therea member 
of Mr. Reid’s family identified him, where- 
upon Mr. Reid presented a pistoland made 
him kneel down. The darky had two bad 
gasheson his head,and from these he bled 
quite profusely. Mr. Reid has declined to ex- 
plain his assault upon the negro farther than 
to say that the negro used very insulting lan- 
guage in the presence of a member of his fam- 


ily. 


Swindling the Pool Rooms. 


The base ball pool] rooms have fallen victims 
toa sharp swindler. Theswindleis one of the 
emoothest that has ever been practiced in At- 
lanta and one which if worked carefully al- 
most defies detection. 

It is worked by splitting a ticket and was 
detected for the first time yesterday. 

At the Bonanza pool rooms last night after 
the winning tickets had been paid and the 
managers were squaring up 
the cash accounts they found 
that they were about fifteen dollars short. 
They could not understand it, and after 
counting over the cash two or three times 
and failing to bring it up to the required 
amount, they counted the winning tickets 
which they had cashed. The ticket count 
disclosed three tickets more than had been 
sold. This appeared strange until the man- 
agers examined the tickets closely. In their 
examination they found three _ tickets 
that were rather odd in appear- 
ance when closely examined. These 
three were laid aside and 
then the cash balanced all right. This caused 
a carcful examination of the three tickets 
which showed that the faces and backs were 
different.
